The  Commencement  Address  will  be  given  by  Dr.  Harold  Voth,  M.D., 
psychiatrist  with  the  Menninger  Foundation  since  1957.  He  will  speak 
on  "The  Family  Crisis  in  America."  Dr.  Voth,  internationally  known  for 
his  work,  has  written  numerous  articles.  His  books  include  The  Castrated 
Family  and  his  forthcoming  Dimensions  of  Personality. 

As  a Rear  Admiral  in  the  U.S.  Naval  Reserves  he  is  a consultant  in  Psy- 
chiatry to  the  Surgeon  General  of  the  Navy.

Joseph  A.  Califano,  Jr.,  Secre- 
tary of  Health,  Education  and 
Welfare,  was  honored  as  a Truman 
Lecturer  on  March  20.  His  remarks 
raised  questions  society  must 
resolve;  questions  that  need  the 
general  guidance  of  ethical  and 
moral  convictions. 


According  to  Secretary  Cali- 
fano, to  be  considered  are  decisions 
concerning  how  much  money  will 
be  spent  for  research,  for  medical 
technology,  for  health  care;  should 
the  government's  role  in  these 
decisions  continue  to  grow. 

He  outlined  basic  tenets  for 
decision-making.  We  must  insure 
due  process.  "If  we  cannot 
guarantee  the  right  decision,  we 
can  guarantee  that  we  decide  the 
right  way." 

"We  must  wrestle  with  ques- 
tions in  the  open.  Society  cannot 
participate  in  highly  technical  de- 
cisions, but  can,  and  must,  witness 
such  decisions  being  made." 

All  questions  do  not  have  a 
single,  ready  answer.  "We  should 
hope  for  moderate  progress  toward 
a concensus  rather  than  press  for 
immediate  national  solutions."
